STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims in their present amended forms have overcome the prior art of record because 
none of them teaches, discloses or suggests a process for the preparation of a cleaning 
concentrate in the manner as those specifically recited, in particular, the step of placing a shaped 
cleaning body having the recited dimensions in a bottle having a holding capacity as those 
recited wherein the shaped cleaning body consists of a solid cleaner mass and a water-soluble 
polymeric shell consisting of polyvinyl alcohol, wherein the shell is surrounding the solid cleaner 
mass. Stamm, one of the close prior art of record, teaches in col. 5, lines 5-35 that the tableted 
household cleaner is made by blending sodium lauryl sulfate and carbonate, mixing with acid 
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and polyvinyl alcohol to form a free-flowing powder that is pressed into a tablet foim This 
teaching therefore would not have resulted in a shaped cleaning body consisting of a solid 
cleaner mass and a water-soluble polymeric shell consisting of polyvinyl alcohol, the shell 
surrounding the solid cleaner mass. Gladfelter, the other close prior art of record, teaches in col. 
20, lines 35-60, that a water soluble bag comprising a polyvinyl alcohol film containing 
palletized hard surface cleaner is contacted with water to form a solution and the solution is 
transferred to a 30 gallon tank containing 25 gallons of fresh water. Even assuming that a change 
in size of the container is obvious, Gladfelter fails to teach a hard surface cleaner having the 
dimensions as those specifically recited and also fails to teach a water-soluble polymeric shell 
consisting of polyvinyl alcohol, the shell surrounding the solid cleaner mass. Accordingly, the 
subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
